IT is certainly an object of laudable curiosity to trace the 
means which have been employed in different countries and ages, 


to form the connecting link between the human mind and the 


external world; to depict thought, and render ideas permanently 
visible at all distances of time and space, and thereby to convey 
the thoughts and actions of great and good men to the lateſt 
poſterity ; as well as to submit them to the attention of the most 
distant parts of the world at the same instant, To gratify this 
curiosity, is the design of the work now offered to the Public, 


It is obvious that some Languages are far more interesting than 
others, on account of their extent, both in a Chronological and 
Geographical point of view: Some are limited to a few centuries, 
or a few square leagues ; others appear immortal in their duration, 
and boundless in their extent. It will be made a constant rule in 
this work, to proportion the elaboration of each language to it's 
importance in the above respects. 


In the more interesting languages the forms of the letters em- 
ployed in different ages will be given, and the authority for every 
article constantly referred to; by means of which, the English 


scholar will be able not only to read the inscriptions on any pil- 


lars or coins, but also to estimate their age and country. 


As a SPECIMEN of the MANNER in which it is proposed to 
print this Work, I have selected that part of it which contains 


the state of the Greek alphabet, before Simonides had introduced 


the long vowels ; in which is given the. celebrated Sigean in- 
scription, not only as the authority for the alphabet, but as an 
example of the manner of writing from right to left, and left to 
right alternately, in the same inscription ; it also presents us 
with 2 curious instance of the Greek orthography | in those early 
times.

TRIS ak (the A end 1 being . on 


the authority of Chishull) is taken from the Sigean in- 
beription *, so called from the promontory and town of 
Sigeum, near Troy, where it was found. It is engraved 
on a pillar of beautifully white marble, nine feet high, 


two feet broad, and eight inches thick; which, as appears 


by an excavation in the top, and the tenor of the inscription, 
supported a bust or statue of Phanodicus, whose name it 


bears; and was undoubtedly erected before the time of Si- 


| ane. who flourished years before Christ.

The antiquity of it- is evinced by it's being read A 
nately from left to right, and from right to left; as well as 
by the state of the Greek alphabet at that time: for we ob- 


serve, that Simonides had not then introduced the use of 


the H for the long E, nor the Q for the long O. Some 
time after the pillar had been erected, and most probably 
when the town of Sigeum had come under the power of 
the Athenians, which happened about 590 years B. C., the 
first part of the inscription was again engraven near the top 
of the pillar, with the H and Q; which, in the original, 

are supplied by E and O, and where the H is used wy as 
an aspirate, as in modern languages. 


The cuthenticity and accuracy of the copies of the in- 


scriptions reſt on the most satisfactory evidence: they were 


first taken by a learned Greek, under the direction of 
Dr. William Sherrard, the Britiſn Consul at Smyrna; 
then by the Rev. Dr. Samuel Lisle, Chaplain to the British 


Factory there, and successor to Chishull ; and again at 


Chishull's request (when about to republish his account of

this celebrated inscription,) by the Rev. Barnard Mould, 
who succeeded Dr. Lisle. The exact agreement between 
all these copies evinces the accuracy of each of them. 


No. III is the original inscription; the reading of which, 
in the common small Greek letter, is here given, observ- 
ing that every second line of the original is read from right 
to left; which manner of writing was called BzoTooÞndov, as 
imitating the turn of the oxen at the end of each furrow. 
This union of the European and Eaſtern manner of writing 
in the same piece, was very rarely used after the time of 
Solon, who probably adopted it, to give his laws an air of 
antiquity. We cannot imitate this manner of writing, 
without types cast on purpose, which appears to be un- 
necessary, as the original is given.

This secondary inscription varies from the original in 


* whole word only, viz. vzoxgningoy for eT1o1oloy, -which 
does not alter the sense; and the omission of the words 


u and wwe; but we observe the regular use of the 
long vowels, and the omission of the aspirate H. 


The & in the original has the two most ancient forms of 
that letter; in the other, that of the Scythian bow. 


We also remark a few errors of the workmen, who cut 


| ch of the inscriptions ; but the orthography of the last 


word in No. IV. is either very erroneous, or confirms 
the opinion that the Greek K had sometimes the force of 
the I' or the Latin C. 


Whatever celebrity this inscription has acquired among 
the learned, 1s due entirely to its antiquity and authenticity ; 
the sentiments it contains being of no great importance; a 


| aner of which is as follows, viz. 


I am the image of Phanodicus, the son of 8 
* crates of Proconnesus; and I gave“ a bowl with it's 
Stand, and a (decanter or) strainer, for the use of the 
public hall, as a mark of my regard for the Sigeans r; 
and if ever I should suffer by the injuries of time, 1 
trust to them for reparation; and Æsopus and his brothers 
carved me.“ 


* In the secondary inscription, “ He gave.“ 
+ The secondary inscription ends here, and omits the words 
„As a mark of my regard.”
